• Asphalt loop trail and accessible walkways

• Seating areas, installation of site furnishings

• Tree preservation, landscape planting and
stormwater management facilities.

• Retention of the recently constructed picnic
shelter and associated accessible parking area
and the existing tennis courts.

New Hampshire Flash Bus Rapid Transit 
Planning Study
• The New Hampshire Avenue Bus Rapid Transit 

(BRT) corridor was identified in the 2013 
Countywide Transit Corridors Functional Master 
Plan. The BRT would serve areas such as Takoma 
Park, Langley Park, and the emerging mixed-use 
center at White Oak. This planning study will 
refine the Master Plan recommendation and 
determine station locations, BRT configuration 
and corridor termini.

• Master Plan Corridor recommendations, from 
north to south:
• From Colesville park-and-ride to Lockwood Drive, BRT will 

operate in general traffic lanes.
• From Lockwood Drive to the District line, BRT will operate 

in dedicated lane(s).

• The US 29 Mobility and Reliability Study 
will identify improvements on US 29 to 
complement the investment in US 29 
Flash and improve overall corridor 
travel time and reliability performance 
for all users. In addition, the study will 
develop recommendations to address 
pedestrian and bicycle access and 
safety for the stations between the 
Silver Spring Transit Center and Tech 
Road.
